FRESH INFAMY OF THE BOROUGHMONGERS.

Ir is with unmingled feclings of detestation alone, that we 
wtroduce the following statements to our readers: and those 
feelings of detestation are extended, in the most unqualitied 
manner, to all the agents of the business, and the parties who 
refused the appeal. But lest the language we are compelled to 
use might be deemed, by the timid and moderate, too strong for 
the oceasion, they shall tirst peruse the particulars of one of the 
most atrocious cases, even m the horrid list of the Boroughmon- 
gers’ deeds of cruelty. 

On Friday last, Mr. Bennett presented a Petition from Ichester, 
complaining of a very serious grievance. The house was aware 
that Ilchester returned two members to Parliament, and was the 
property of a particular family. The proprietor thinking a small 
number of coustituents advantageous, pulled down a number of 
houses, by which about one hundred familieshad been driven from 
their homes to a temperary pour-house, yet only etghteea or 
twenty of them had been paupers, the rest niaiataining themselves 
by honest industry. Notice, however, was given, in coasequence 
of prevailing political dissensions, that these unhappy families 
would be deprived even of that shelter: the parish resisted, and 
an cjeciment being brought, they were finaliy turned out: thus 
one hundred and sixty-three men, women, and children, from ex- 
teeme infancy to extreme age, had been driven into the open streets 
ta the inost inclement season of the year: some had screened them- 
selves from the cold with s‘raw and burdles; some had taken re- 
fuge in open stalls, or in the neighbouring fields ; and a consider- 
able number of old and young of both sexes, decrepit old people, 
with helpless infants and women in the last stage of pregnancy, had 
been huddled together in the Town-hail, withoutdisi:nction, The 
unroofing Of houses had been beard of as an expedicut of exelu- 
sou; but it remained for the agents of the proprictor of this bo- 
rough to drive a man, bis wife, and five children from their dwell- 
iag, by tilling the upper floors with dung and filth, which oozed 
and dripped through the ceilings. It was quite clear, therefore, 
that a great grievance existed. Whether the parties injurcd had 
or had not a legal remedy, he did not know. He had, at first, in- 
tended to have moved, ihat the Petition should be referred to the 
Committee on the Poor Laws; but perhaps it was more fit fora se- 
parate inquiry ; and the importance of the subject, and the extent 
of the injury the parties had sustained, demanded that no time 
should be lost. He moved, therefore, that the Petition he re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Merest observed, he had risen to vouch for the great respec- 
tability of the signatures attached to it, and for the truth of all the 
allegations contained in it, (hear). Tt might seem extraordinary 
to the house, that an individual of the great rank and property the 
person complained of was acknowledged to possess, should have 
acted in the manuer stated; vut he thought the petitioners had 
been very merciful to that individual: they had stated nothing but 
what he himself could vouch for in every particular. 








these were charges which principally affected the moral character 
of an individual. They went to make a case of extreme cruelty ; 
but there was nothing illegal in them: for every man was at liberty 
to do what he chose with his own property, and to act as he pleased 
in regard to his arrangements with his own tenants. To receive this 
Petition would be to open the door for receiving complaints 
against every landlord for every act. By the law of the land, 
every land-owner had the liberty of changing or discharging te- 
nants from year to year, by giving them notice to quit only, with- 
out assigning any reason. However capricious or cruel this might 
be, it was legal. He had also another objection to the Petition, 
occasioned by the circumstance, that in the approaching ballot in 
the case of the Ichester Election, the allegations might have aa 
undue effect. 

Mr. Dickinson stated, that hearing that the Sheriff's officers 
were in possession, he went to ascertain the fact. He found the 
last process of the law, the Writ of Ejectment, served. The neigh- 
bouring magistrates were applied to, and he would state what had 
been their conduct: they ordered each men and woman one shil- 
ling to procure them lodging for the night, and sixpence cach for 
the children, for the same purpose; but unfortunately it happened 


that no lodgings could be procured in Ichesters they were then 
; but the parish 


compelled to stray into the neighbouring villages ; 
officers found themselves unable to give them relief, and the only 
prospect left for them was the county gaol. 

Lord Castlereagh objected to receiving the Petition, That house 
was not the proper tribunal. The honourable gentleman, for the 
present, could withdraw the Petition, to see if he could not pnt it 
in a better shape, and submit it on a future day. 

Mr. Bennett confessed he did not feel quite satisfied as to the pro- 
priety of presenting this Petition, and requested, for the present, to 
withdraw it.

Sir, 

I live in one of the large Parishes in the skirts 
of the Town, where various extensive Manufacturies are car. 
ried on, and where consequen'ly there is a numerous poors 
list, and a corresponding expenditure, which of course is |: 
vied by rate upon the inhabitants. 

The immense amount of the funds collected for this pur- 
pose, is applied, under the direction and superintendence of «a 
Board as it is cailed of “ Guardians of the Poor,” which con- 
sists of a number of litthe Tradesmen, Auctioneers, House 
Jobbers, and Tax Collectors, who till of late engrossed th. 
seats of this board, through the usurped power of nominating 
themselves. But as all good things in this world are objects 
of contention ; seme pretended Reformers have lately broken 
in upon the dull routine of established practice, and have becu 
placed there by popular choice, in consequence of popula: 
professions. Evil communication corrupts good manners. 
The new Members of the Board seein already to partake of 
the old leaven; and instead of guarding the rights of the Poor 
appear to be more opposed to the claims of human misery. 
than the rest. In proof of which, take the relation of te 
following case, which yon may rely upon as fact. 

A Poor Man,a shoemaker, who had formerly kepta house in 
the Parish, having for sometime past, ineflectually struggled 
against the pressure of overwhelming difficulties, untill ‘he ie 
worn to a mere skeleton by exertion and want of food—left 
his wife and three children, the youngest at the breast, and 
the others quite helpless, im a starving condition, unable te 
pay a debt to his landlady of about forty shillings. ‘The latter 
immediately put a man in possession, as it is called, of the mi- 
serable trash remaining in the apartment, at the expence of 
2s. Od. per day. Phe woman and childven, having at the 
time neither fire nor food, but what was supplied to then 
through the benevolence of the neighbours. 

In this situation she was necessiated to make application to 
the “ Board of Guardians of the Poor’ tor relief ; and the 
reception she met with there, had less of feeling and commi- 
seration I verily believe, than is usually shown on their exam!- 
uation, to Felons; and indeed hers was no less strict.

and a scoundrel”——this was the libel, and which Taylor justi- 
fied in an eloquent speech, in which he protested against the 
manner of proceeding by indictment in libel cases; charged 
the jury to be judges, both of the law and the fact; and con- 
cluded by rematking, that if the jury should find a verdict 
against him, he had rendered an essential public service, by 
** scotching the Snakes” and thus preventing others from fal- 
ling into his devious path, as the slime which he would leave 
behind him would now mark his way, and be easily avoided. Ba- 
ron Wood in surnming up, remarked, that he thought G—s good 
advice to the Gentleman, not to interfere in politics, said he 
did not know whether Taylor was accustomed to go about 
making long speeches as reported by the prosecutor, but that
